There 
was a hangar with billets for student pilots, The field was occupied by 5 
sport planes and about 30 cliders, In late September 1951, about 15 Arado-%s 
25X1 and 20 ME-108s or “E-109s were located there.

2. A civilian airfield of the Aero Club was located north of Klecany (0 51/1 79). 
The field, about 1,000 meters square, had 3 old and 2 new hangars, a clubhouse 
and a guardhouse. In March 1951, about 30 sport planes of various types were 
parsed at the field, In April 1951, the field was occupied by military aircraft, 
and work continued on a concrete runway which was started in 1950. (2)

(0 51/6 71) between the Pouchov (0 51/6 71) = Rusek (0 51/C 71) and the 

Pouchov—Spraveice (0 51/G 71) hirhways. The field covered an area of about 
2.00C meters from east to west and about 1,800 meters fror north te south. The 
landing field was sedded, Grading was being done in the western extension of tne 
field bevond the Pouchev-Srraveice road. Beyond this road, there was a strip

According to a previous 
report, the field covers an area of about 550 x 1,100 meters. Since the 
field is probably capable of expansion the reperted occupation by a fighter 
scuadron or a trainer unit is helieved credibie, flowever, it is possible that 
tre field was only temporarily occupied during an air exercise. 

\2) The information on the construction of a runway at Klecany airfield and the 
occupation by military aircraft is received for the first time. Since the fidld 
is considered capable of expansion, this information is believed eredible 

: pervicularly as it appears that the increased air traffie on the Prague ajrew 
Yields, many of which cannot be enlarged, muss be eased. 

(3) According te this report, MareLazne airfield appears to be occupied by a pilot 
achocl., The student pilots are probably in the advanced stage of training since 
it} is believed improbable that primary pilot uraining is conducted only 12 ime 
from the German border. The information that the field is used lw other 
planes occupied by Russians is considered credible. 

(4) This information corfirms the Location of liradee Kralove sirfield and contains 
the first information on a probable expansion to the west. The spaulets 
observed om some soldiers indicate that the air force nar college is still 
stationed at the field. , 
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
